WASHINGTON, (UP)— Respon- 


sible congressional sources report 
ed today that the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration 
has 
grave 
doubts 


about the possibility of balancing 
the federal budget for the coming 
l'954 fiscal year. 


Informants said high administra- 


tion officials now fear that — in- 
stead of rushing through tax cut 
bills — it may be necessary to ask 
Congress to postpone the tax, relief 
already scheduled to take 
place 


during the next 12 months. 


Under laws passed after the out- 


break of the Korean war, the ex- 
cess profits tax on business is due 
to expire next June 30, and person- 
al income taxes are slated to drop 
11 percent next Jan. 1. These two

ington, now known as the father 
of his country, once was a teen- 
age boy himself. 


And like the teen-ager of today, 


he found himself beset by many 
problems of conduct. It was as 
Lough to bridge the gap between 
boyhood and manhood then as it 
is now—perhaps even more so. 


WJiat did young George do about 


il? He decided to improve himself 
by drawing up his own code of be- 
lavior. 


At the age of 16.he had left his 


widowed mother to live with his 
half-brother at Mount Vernon. The 
ypung boy felt ill-at-ease in the 
>parkling Virginia society. 


So he took 4 gooie quill pen and 


wrote in his copyboolc hu> now fd- 
mous 110 "lulea of civility and de- 
cent behavior m company and con- 
versation " Written in snaky gram- 
mar and spelling, some rules weie 
copied from an English etequette 
book.
